Appalling Poverty. 
In the tjc^uiadi] Inland of Java 
and Sumatra thi-re art- ^omc fifty 
million inliiitiiiani-., Despite the lYr. 
lilily of the r*H and [he wi»c govern- 
■ucot of the Duicli authorities, there 
is an appalling amounL oi poverty 
and diMase among-st ihe natives, due 
chiefly to ipnontnee. tin, and the en- 
ervating climatr. li is estimated 
that there are alone sixty thousand 
lepers in the islands, and that a wry 
heaey percentage of the native nopu- 
lalion suficrb from syphilis, while 
etcphaniiasis is prevalent, and opht- 
halmic leases destroy the sight oi 
thoojands. 

Besides the reptlar Missionary 
Wort irt the Dutch East Indies, our 
Ofiicers carry on four Leper Colon- 
ies, an Eye Hospital, a Mothers* Hos- 
pital and Clinic, four Children's 
Homes, the Beggars' Colony, two 
Help Hospitals, and one Women 5 
Rescue Home. 

It was the convictinn of the 
Founder of the Salvation Army 
rhat after conversion the nativeu of 
5 country bhould evangelize their 
ohtj people. This principle ha* suc- 
ceeded in all our Missionary fields, 
hut in none with more strife ing suc- 
cess than in Japan. Of the three 
hundred and thirty Officers and 
\rarkcrs wholly enKngcd in Siilva~ 
lion Anay Service iti Japan, not 
mote than a dozen are Kuropeans.

Some four years aco we began 
iiprarions in China. It was General 
Booth's iruoniion for the pioneer 
party oi Ofiicurs to make a twu 
yvars" study of the languapv before 
hecinninc: -u'ork; but the people 
llirun^ed thu compound the OffsCtr.., 
uccupied, heg^ed to he allowed lo 
siay-for prayers, inquired the way of 
Salvation through the interpreters, 
and many were saved. The Officer?, 
seeing that the hour for .spiritual 
work had already arrived, cleaned 
out a stable, and used it as a Halt, 
which was daily filled with c-iinicrt 
inquirers. 

To-day wc have twenty-seven 
centres of worfc, fifty European Of- 
ficers, and forty-five native Officers, 
The latter liave given proof of Penn- 
ine conversion, and arr full of desire 
ior the Salvation of their country- : 

Strong Appeal to Them. 
The Chinese hare taken to the 
Salvation Army. The music, the 
iree joyousuess of the MuctiiiHs, and 
the message of Salvation front si.. 
through faith in Jesus, has a strong 
appeal to them. Wherever an open- 
air service la held there i-s a crowd 
to listen.

The conditions of fi.MIi in which

\\V have now ninety cent res in' 
work under the general dfrcction oi 
Kuropcan Officers. Native cott- 
virts after suitable training have 
proved themselves able and devoted, 
and they arc in a UtrRC measure 
Civcn responsibility for the evangel- 
istic work in the country, 

Korean women for centuries have 
been relegated to a hidden, degraded 
place in the national life. A remark- 
able spiritual work iajbdng, carried 



on amongst them. Many oi the 
early converts endured murh perse- 
cution at the hands of their men 
folk. But they persevered in their 
faith. From amongst them a num- 
ber have been chosen, and. after a 
course of Bible and domestic train- 
ing arc sent forth to the villages. 
They visit the women in their homes 
read the Rihlc lo them, and explain 
the way oi Salvation. When they 
have won a welcome they advise and 
demonstrate to the women in house- 
wifery and child management. 
: In South Africa ihe Army's work 
is divided into three main un'orls: 
il) The native in the lowm; (2) 
The native in bis Kraal; (3) The 
native engaged in mines on the Rand. 
Organized Native Corps. 
In all large towns we have organ- 
ised native Corps, Conducted by nat- 
ive Officers; brass bands arc an at- 
tractive feature, and the native i* 
drawn by the simplicity oi om 
methods and tli*- 1 happy services. 
Precious spiritual vnork being ac- 
complished— men and women saved 
from vice ;»i.d drink itiate fine 
Christiana. Night hCboolfi conduct 
ed in Amiy I lulls greatly appreciated . 
, In country districts we have sixty- 
four centres of vjork, nrt*Jt>r tho Gen- 
eral direction of Ettropean Officfrs 
iissiaied l>y natives rctmittd prin- 
cipally from converts in towns. ThE- 
people are taught the way of Salva- 
tion iu their Kraals. But the war!, 
id not confined to religious Minis- 
trations merely, though all directed 
10 spiritual ends.

These creeping locusts, for* or 
course, they cc-uld not fly, poured 
into the suburbs or the Holy City, 
utterly destroying the private gar- 
dens despite herculean efforts to 
save them. It was toward the end 
o£ May when the larva;, already 
transforming- itselF into the pupa 
?taj;c, reached the quiet of Gethsem- 
anc, now in its full Summer Bloom; 
but scarcely had a day passed he- 
fore every tender thine; was consum- 
ed, and even the leaves of the woody 
cypress nnd the olive trees, the latter 
about 1,000 years old, were threat- 
ened. 

Tree Tops Were Alive 

Once entering a vineyard it was 
quickly stripped, as well as the fig 
and fruit trees. Miles and miles of 
muskmclon fields fell a prey to these 
creeping locusts. Likewise were de- 
stroyed the cucumber, vegetable 
marrow and tomato-fields and the 
truck-gardens in plain and hill. 
Thousands of acres of dura, or 
native corn, still but a few inches 
lall, were eaten to the ground. 

White in the pnpa stage, that is. 
with their wings partially developed 
and unable to-fly, it is comparatively 
cw to Trap locusts, and many 
millions were destroyed by the 
American residents by what is 
kuuu'ti as theeypriot method-. In 
the path of the locusts would be 
Mink a bottomless box with the in- 
side lined wilh shining tin, tip which 
the iusec is cannot crawl, while on 
each sidr a whip; is provided, similar- 
ly prepared with a smooth metal 
face, with the object of directing 
them into the box.

Enormous Destruction
